Sun  da}7  evening  at  sunset,  Jews  the 
world  over  will  usher  in  Rosh  Hash- 
anah  and  will  mark  the  inception  of 
the  Jewish  New  Year  5712  in  a solemn 
and  reverent  manner.  Rosh  Hashanah 
begins  the  Ten  Days  of  Penitence  which 
culminate  in  the  fasting  and  in  the  re- 
ligious services  of  Yom  Kippur,  the 
Day  of  Atonement. 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  known  as  the  Day 
of  Judgment  or  Yom  Hadin.  While 
God  judges  man  every  day  and  every 
moment,  the  Synagogue  teaches  that 
on  this  day  in  particular  He  summons 
His  children  for  a full  accounting. 
Tradition  has  beautifully  embroidered 
and  elaborated  this  thought  in  that  it 
visualizes  a court  of  justice  over  which 
God  sits  enthroned  to  pronounce  judg- 
ment on  His  people. 

Before  Him  lie  the  books  in  which 
all  the  deeds  of  men  are  inscribed. 
These,  opened  on  Rosh  Hashanah,  are 
examined  during  the  Ten  Days  of 
Penitence  and  finally  sealed  at  the  close 
of  the  Day  of  Atonement.  In  this  dra- 
matic and  poetic  fashion,  the  Jewish 
religion  expresses  a living  fact  of  hu- 
man experience,  that  all  we  say  or  do 
constitutes  a permanent  record,  written 
both  in  our  own  memories  and  in  the 
lives  and  recollections  of  those  we  in- 
fluence. By  the  same  token,  each  of 
our  actions  is  in  reality  recorded  in 
the  habits  we  develop  and  the  charac- 
ters we  achieve.  That  is  why  the  an- 
cient rabbis  said,  ‘The  punishment  of 
an  evil  deed  lies  in  its  increased  ten- 
dency towards  evil,  and  the  reward  for 
goodness  lies  in  its  increased  tendency 
towards  righteousness.’  What  is  more, 
our  past  conduct  lives  on  not  only  in 
us  but  in  the  lives  of  those  about  us 
and  ultimately  in  the  collective  exper- 
ience of  all  mankind.  This  is  the  awe- 
inspiring truth  which  lies  behind  the 
idea  of  Rosh  Hashanah  as  a day  of 
judgment  — the  solemn  and  literal  truth 
that  whatever  we  have  done  or  thought 


lives  on  in  us,  in  others  and  in  society 
as  a whole. 

ROSII  HASHANAH  — ITS  OBSERVANCE 

The  two  days  of  Rosh  Hashanah  are 
dedicated  to  prayer,  meditation  and  the 
life  of  the  spirit.  Physical  labor  in  all 
its  forms  is  forbidden  so  that  Jews 
may  be  free  to  concentrate  all  their  en- 
ergies on  reflection  and  worship.  On 
these  days  they  greet  each  other  with 
the  hope,  ‘Leshanah  tovah  tikajev 
v’sechasem,’  ‘May  you  be  inscribed  and 
sealed  for  a good  year.’ 


Included  in  the  liturgy  used  on  Rosh 
Hashanah  is  the  prayer  for  the  King- 
dom of  God  which  expresses  the  faith 
and  hope  that  the  time  will  come  when 
all  individuals  and  nations  will  live  in 
brotherhood,  justice  and  peace  in  con- 
formity with  God’s  will.  This  dream  of 
a perfected  mankind  and  of  a united 
and  warless  world  was  first  conceived 
by  the  Jewish  seers.  It  is  one  of  Israel’s 
greatest  contributions  to  humanity.

During  the  entire  month  of  prepar- 
ation for  the  High  Holidays,  the  Shofar 
is  blown  in  the  Synagogue  every  day 
at  the  morning  service.  The  sounding 
of  the  Shofar  is  an  important  part  of 
the  Rosh  Hashanah  Service  and  is  the 
clarion  call  to  the  Jew  to  discard  the 
materialism  in  which  he  has  been  en- 
grossed and  to  consider  the  better  and 
finer  qualities  of  life. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  meal  on  the 
first  night  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  it  is 
customary  to  dip  a piece  of  bread  or 
apple  in  honey  to  symbolize  our  hope 
that  the  coming  year  will  be  a sweet 
one.  Shehecheyanu,  the  prayer  of 
thanksgiving  is  recited  after  Kiddush  on 
both  nights,  and  by  the  women  when 
lighting  the  candles  before  nightfall, 
symbolizing  that  they  and  their  loved 
ones  may  enter  the  New  Year  in  the 
midst  of  light  and  joy. 

TEN  DAYS  OF  PENITENCE 

The  ten  days  between  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  are  called  the  Ten 
Days  of  Repentance  and  are  set  aside 
for  self-examination  and  repentance. 
During  these  days,  people  bless  one 
another  with  the  words  ‘Gmar  Chamiso 
Tovo’,  ‘May  your  judgment  in  the  Book 
of  Life  be  completed  and  sealed  for 
good.’ 

SHABBAT  SHUVAH 

The  Sabbath  between  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat 
Shuvah  because  of  the  prophetic  por- 
tion read  on  that  day.  Shuvah  means 
return,  return  to  Jewish  living  through 
repentance  and  proper  conduct. 

YOM  KIPPUR  — ITS  MEANING 

Yom  Kippur,  the  Day  of  Atonement, 
is  characterized  by  fasting  and  prayer. 
Fasting  is  the  discipline  of  the  body 
which  leads  to  a humbling  and  affliction 
of  the  soul.  By  fasting  we  indicate  that 
all  pleasure  is  to  be  set  aside  on  this 
day  for  the  sake  of  the  soul. 


RABBI  JULIUS  PARNES  of  New 
Jersey.  Rabbi  Parnes  was  ordained  at 
the  Rabbi  Isaac  Elchanan  Theological 
Seminary  where  he  was  a consistant 
leader  of  student  activities  infiis  under- 
graduate years.

While  Judaism  has  never  scorned 
the  normal  needs  of  the  physical  life,  it 
selects  this  day  for  the  demonstration 
that  man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone, 
that  neither  food  nor  drink  is  all  impor- 
tant to  us  as  children  of  God,  and  that 
our  vital  need  is  rather  to  achieve  a 
sense  of  harmony  with  the  Eternal  One. 

YOM  KIPPUR  — ITS  OBSERVANCE 

In  ancient  times,  the  Day  of  Atone- 
ment services  at  the  Temple  in  Jerusa- 
lem were  most  impressive.  This  was 
the  one  day  in  the  year  when  the  High 
Priest,  clad  in  white  robes,  entered 
alone  into  the  Holy  of  Holies. 

In  modern  times,  it  is  still  obligatory 
to  fast  from  sunset  on  the  eve  of  Yom 
Kippur  until  the  evening  of  the  follow- 
ing day.  A large  taper  is  lit  in  the 
home  as  a memorial  light  to  burn  dur- 
ing the  twenty-four  hours  of  the  fast 
in  memory  of  departed  ones. 

The  Day  of  Atonement  begins  with 
the  chanting  of  the  Kol  Nidre,  the 
solemn  prayer  which  calls  for  release 
from  unfilled  vows  made  to  God.  This 
dispensation  from  vows  refers  only  to 
those  which  an  individual  voluntarily  as- 
sumes for  himself  alone,  and  which 
concern  his  relation  to  his  conscience 
and  Heavenly  Judge.  No  oath,  promise 
contract  or  obligation  involving  another 
person,  a community  or  a court  of  jus- 


RABBI  DR.  MICHAEL  BERN- 
STEIN of  New  York.  Dr.  Bernstein 
was  ordained  at  the  Rabbi  Isaac  Elchan- 
an Theological  Seminary  and  received 
his  Doctorate  of  Hebrew  Laws  at  the 
Bernard  Revel  Graduate  School  of  Ye- 
shiva  University.  After  eight  years  in 
the  active  Rabbinate  during  which  he 
occupied  pulpits  in  Lynn,  Mass,  and 
New  York,  Dr.  Bernstein  was  appointed 
to  the  faculty  of  Yeshiva  University  in 
1947  as  instructor  in  Bible,  Talmud 
and  Hebrew.  A forceful  and  interesting 
speaker,  he  is  highly  regarded  by 
colleagues  and  students  alike.  Dr. 
Bernstein  will  officiate  at  the  First  Day 
Rosh  Hashanah,  Kol  Nidre  and  Neilah 
Services  at  Congregation  Agudath 
Achim,  Second  Day  Rosh  Hashanah 
Services  at  Congregation  B’nai  Jacob 
and  Yom  Kippur  Morning  Services  at 
Congregation  Machzikei  Hadath. 


tice  is  involved  in  any  way  in  the  Kol 
Nidre.  According  to  Jewish  teaching, 
a person  will  not  be  forgiven  on  the 
Day  of  Atonement  for  any  sins  com- 
mitted against  a fellow  being,  unless 
he  rights  the  wrong  and  makes  amends 
to  the  individual  involved.  The  ‘Neilah’ 
is  the  concluding  service  of  the  day, 
and  is  invested  with  special  solemnity 
and  impressiveness.  The  Holy  Ark  re- 
mains open  throughout  this  service 
which  terminates  with  the  blowing  of 
the  Shofar.

The  Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa 
greets  the  new  year  with  a sense  of 
pride  of  accomplishment  and  great 
hopes  for  the  future.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  been  privileged  to  wit- 
ness the  cuUmination  of  years  of  plann- 
ing and  intensive  efFort,  and  since  the 
Community  Centre  Building  was  open- 
ed in  June,  various  social,  recreational 
and  cultural  activities  have  been  held 
which  reflect  the  community’s  interest 
in  every  phase  of  communal  endeavour.
